Professors 
call new 
interactive 
classrooms 
a ‘step up’

Students are writing on the walls 
and desks in classrooms at Cal State 
Long Beach, and some professors say 
they’re glad to see it. 

“This is the third semester I have 
used [Academic Services building 
Room] 244, and if I had to, I would 
camp out the day before rooms are as- 
signed with a chair and a cooler like a 
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Graduate student Michelle Baroldi works during a class in Academic 
Services building Room 235, an active learning classroom, Monday. 


fan waiting to get tickets for the last 
‘Harry Potter’ movie,” said Galen 
Pickett, a professor in the physics and 
astronomy department, via email. 
Classrooms such as AS building 
Room 244 have been modified into ac- 
tive learning classrooms, rooms that 


feature interactive screens, moveable 
furniture and walls painted-with white 
board paint. 

CSULB currently has four active 
learning classrooms: two in the College

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Farmers market to return 
to SRWC plaza Wednesday 


The event is 
scheduled to take 
place every other 
week this semester.

Cal State Long Beach’s farmers 
market will return this week, and this 
semester students will see the stands 
of fruit and vegetables appear on 
campus more often. 

The farmers market will now be 
held every other week in front of the 
Student Recreation and Wellness 
Center, as opposed to last semester’s 
once-a-month schedule, according 
to Associated Students Inc. Chief 
Programming Officer Irving Bar- 
cenas. 


The event, hosted by the ASI Spe- 
cial Events Commission, will take 
place from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Wednes- 
day and will bring vendors selling 
fresh fruits and vegetables, pressed 
juices, packaged nuts and hummus, 
among other items. 

Beach Pride Program Manager 
Keya Allen-Littleton said she is not 
sure if all the same vendors from the 
spring farmers markets will return 
this semester; however, she said the 
same number of vendors should re- 
turn this year. 

“Last year, I believe there were 
22 [vendors],” Allen-Littleton said. 
“Right now, we have 18 to 20 and 
should have more by [Wednesday].” 

Some students, like freshman civil 
engineering major Benjamin Dada- 
cay, said they like the new planned 
frequency of the farmers market and 
think that it will increase the odds of 
people attending. 

“TI would go for the fresh food,”

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of Business Administration and two 
in the AS building, according to Les- 
lie Kennedy, director of Instructional 
Technology Support Services. 

History department chair Nancy 
Quam-Wickham said the interactive 
classrooms are a step up from Massive 
Open Online Courses (MOOC) or on- 
line classes, which use video lectures, 
interactive assignments, online forums 
and discussion groups. She said that 
compared to active learning class- 
rooms, MOOC is a more passive way 
of learning. 

The active learning classrooms 
provide a more hands-on approach to 
teaching and learning by providing 
group tables, each with its own com- 
puter, along with write-on walls and 
tables. Instructors are positioned at the 
center of the room, where they are able 
to control each table’s 70-inch monitor 
and a projector screen, according to 
Kennedy. 

“The very geometry of the room 
emphasizes that student-to-student in- 
teraction is the most important thing 
that goes on in class time,” Pickett 
said. “After class, the walls are covered 
from about six feet down to two feet 
from the floor with diagrams and calcu- 
lations. [And] that’s just the residue of 
the debates that happen.” 

Kennedy said the classrooms were 
modeled after active learning class- 
rooms at MIT, University of Minneso- 
ta, North Carolina State and Clemson 
University. 

Instructors were also provided mod- 
els for teaching in the new classroom

environment, as well as voluntary 
two-day workshops designed to help 
them transition to using active learning 
classrooms. 

“T love it; I never want to go back,” 
Quam-Wickham said. “Teaching in 
the new-environment isn’t hard, and 
I’m already well-adapted to new tech- 
nology.” 

She said that these classrooms also 
allow students to work with others 
and build the skills needed in the field, 
something normal classrooms cannot 
provide. 

Kennedy said the goal of the active 
learning classrooms is to facilitate a 
more interactive learning experience. 

“The idea is to foster students’ learn- 
ing and engage them as much as pos- 
sible,” Kennedy said. “The sky is the 
limit.” 

Quam-Wickham said the hardest 
part was coming up with goals for a 
course that would fit the classroom set- 
ting. For example, rather than having a 
typical essay due at the end of a course, 
she said her History 173 students must 
create their own websites illustrating a 
particular time period. 

According to Quam-Wickham, there 
are currently six sections of History 101 
courses being taught in active learning 
classrooms. There are also sections of 
math and physics being taught in such 
settings as well. 

“IT see students writing equations 
from the ceiling to the floor,’ Kennedy 
said. “I had to bring in step ladders for 
them to use.” 

Construction of more active learn- 
ing classrooms on campus are now in- 
cluded in renovations for Liberal Arts 
buildings 2, 3 and 4. The renovations 
are expected to be finished in Decem- 
ber 2014.

Dadacay said. “I have been to farm- 
ers markets in Long Beach before and 
love shopping for fruits. I would like 
to see variety.” 

Senior mechanical engineering ma- 
jor Patryk Grochowski said he will 
consider grabbing a snack on campus 
now that he knows the farmers market 
will arrive more often. 

“[It] is a great idea because it gives 
us a healthy option,” Grochowski said. 
“Otherwise, I would have to choose 
between the Outpost Grill or Carl’s Jr., 
and that’s terrible.” 


Allen-Littleton said that although 
the process of bringing the farmers 
market to campus was time consum- 
ing, overall, it went off without a 
hitch. Spring 2013 was the first time 
CSULB had hosted a farmers mar- 
ket. 

“[L.A.] City Farms is the compa- 
ny who does all the leg work,” she 
said. “They set up the market, deal 
with the health inspector and get 
the farmers. Although there weren’t 
any complications in the process of 
setting this event up, it was a very 
long one that required a lot of paper- 
work.” 

Allen-Littleton said the farmers 
market was brought to campus in re- 
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sponse to students who complained 
that there was a lack of healthy food 
choices on campus. From there, she 
said, ASI leaders looked to provide 
additional options for students. 

“Having the farmers market means 
having a healthy and convenient op- 
tion for not just students but every- 
one on campus,” she said. “Half the 
people [at the spring farmers market] 
were staff doing their full-blown gro- 
cery shopping. We get to eat healthy 
and support local farmers at the same 
time.” 

Allen-Littleton said she would like 
to host the farmers market at multiple 
locations on campus, but for now, it 
will be held only in front of the SRWC. 
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CAPTURING ZAATARI 


Senior political science major Deric Mendes 
spent a month inside a Syrian refugee camp.

Since childhood, senior political science 
major Deric Mendes has been surrounded by 
politics and activism. 

Mendes grew up in Northern California 
amid the state’s Redwood Timber Wars, a 
time when many environmentalists were pro- 
testing against the logging industry’s prac- 
tice of clear-cutting trees. 

Most recently, however, Mendes has re- 
turned to the U.S. after spending a month ina 
Syrian refugee camp in Jordan. 

During his trip in July, Mendes visited 
various places in Jordan but spent most of his 
time reporting and photographing in a Zaa- 
tari refugee camp, located about six miles 
east of Mafraq in Jordan. 

“T started investigating U.S. funding and 
media suppression in the country,” Mendes 
said. 

He said that media coverage of the Boston 
Marathon Bombings was one of many factors 
that inspired his decision to go to Jordan. 

“Misinformation was everywhere,’ he 
said. “When [President Barack] Obama 
spoke on the issue, he mentioned Lingzi 
Lu, the Chinese [graduate] student who was 
killed. Shortly afterwards, a. blog post from 
China went viral, titled ‘Where You Die Mat- 
ters.’ The point of the piece was that had she 
died in a factory in Shanghai, no one would 
have paid attention.”

Mendes, who has done freelance work as a 
journalist for publications such as the North 
Coast Journal, said he felt he could help to 
shed light on the struggles of Syrian refugees. 

“T realized I could use my skills as a 
journalist to give voice to those who don’t 
have the opportunity or resources I would,” 
Mendes said. 

A door opened for him when his classmate 
Jordan Hattar, a senior international studies 
major, offered him the opportunity he was 
waiting for. Hattar had traveled to Jordan 
several times over the past years in an effort 
to provide aid to refugees. 

“I asked [Mendes] to join me at the Zaa- 
tari refugee camp because he is an amazing 
writer, passionate about reporting on stories 
that aren’t being reported on and because he 
was willing to give an international voice to 
those suffering due to the Syrian crisis,” Hat- 
tar said. 

Mendes then set up a page on Indiegogo. 
com, a crowd-funding website, to fund his 
trip to Jordan. Within two weeks, he had 
raised more than $3,000. 

During his trip, Mendes found that the 
camps were plagued by many issues, includ- 
ing police bribery, malnourished refugees 
and young girls being sold into early mar- 
riage. 

Mendes said the most difficult part of visit- 
ing the refugee camp was witnessing the toll 
the Syrian civil war has taken on children. 

“Seeing children missing limbs and scars 
was frustrating,” Mendes said. 

Since his return to California, Mendes has 
published some of his photos of the camp on 


Boldtypemag.com, an online journal that 
focuses on politics, literature, arts and cul- 
ture. 

He said that he now plans to blog about 
his experience at the refugee camp and he 
hopes to publish articles that he wrote at the 
camp. 

Mendes is also looking to educate col- 
lege students about the refugee situation in 
Jordan. He said he’s working on pitching 
an idea to educate students through a photo 
exhibit and lectures with Youth and Lead- 
ers Living Actively, a California-based or- 
ganization that helps child survivors of war 
rebuild their lives through education.

According to Interim Provost 
and Senior Vice President for 
Academic Affairs David Dowell, 
34 tenure-track faculty were hired 
for the 2013-14 year at CSULB.

well as provide service to the uni- 
versity and community, according 
to the Cal State University website. 

More than half of CSU classes 
offered in fall 2011 were taught by 
tenure-track faculty while lecturers 
taught 40.4 percent of the semester’s 
courses, according to the CSU website. 

Seven years ago, CSULB hired 
as many as 77 tenure-track faculty 
members. 

Since then, budget cuts have 
caused this number to drop con- 
siderably each year. In 2010-11, 
the university hired only nine 
tenure-track faculty. 

The number of tenure-track 
faculty hired this year is nowhere 
close to the 77 CSULB could hire 
years ago. 

Nevertheless, it’s a step for- 
ward. 


Given the tough budget woes and struggles that CSULB has 
endured over the last few years, we are glad to see that the 
university has the budget to hire 34 additional tenure-track 


faculty.

Match between Mayweather and Alvarez could be legendary 


Floyd Mayweather Jr. (44-0-0) and Saul 
Alvarez (42-0-1) are scheduled to meet in the ring 
on Saturday in what could be the greatest boxing 
match in recent history. 

Scheduled for 12 rounds-at a catch-weight 
of 152 pounds, the fight will showcase May- 
weather’s brilliant defensive skills versus the raw 
destructive power of Alvarez. 

For Mayweather, the $41.5 million Euarantved 
payout is business as usual. 

For Alvarez, however, the fight represents the 
biggest challenge of his career. 

“This fight can change history,” Alvarez said 
- in an article from The Telegraph. “As a fighter, 
you only want to face the best.” 

While many of Mayweather’s past opponents 
helped build the pre-fight hype with ambitious 
words, the truth is somewhere between the pre- 
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fight statements and the facts. 
Mayweather is without a doubt one of the 


greatest defensive fighters and counter punchers —. 


in the history of boxing. 
Many of Mayweather’s fights have gone the dis- 
tance without any visible 


- abrasions to his face, earn- 


ing the nickname “Pretty 
Boy Floyd.” 

Fighting as a natu- 
ral welterweight of 146 pounds, Mayweather 
should find meeting the catch-weight of 152 
pounds easy. At age 36, Mayweather still fights 
as a world-class fighter. 

With 30 knockouts in his career to Mayweath- 
er’s 26, Alvarez is a fighter whose punch should 
not be taken lightly. Alvarez’s weight can report- 
edly balloon up to 172 pounds, only to melt down 
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in weight to the scheduled limit on weigh-in day. 

It should come as no surprise that Alvarez will 
come to the fight ata greater weight than May- 
weather. 

While the additional weight could prove advanta- 

geous for Alvarez, fighting 
at an unnatural weight 


NICOLAS RODRIGUEZ could result in Alvarez 


losing steam as the fight 
wears on. 

While their records look similar, a closer 
examination of their fight records provides more 
details as to the quality of those fights:and the 
difference in experience. : 

Mayweather enjoyed an amateur boxing career, 
which included a bronze medal at the 1996 Olympic 
Games. Alvarez has no amateur career to speak of. 

Mayweather’s list of past opponents leaves 
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no room to imagine the quality of fights, which 
include famous bouts with Oscar De La Hoya and 
Miguel Cotto. 

Alvarez, on the other hand, has fought mostly 


nameless journeyman fighters, with the exception — 
- of Shane Mosley. 


Mayweather has experienced tough bouts with 
strong pressure fighters like Cotto, while Alvarez had 
some issues facing elusive fighters like Austin Trout. 

What remains to be seen on Saturday is if May- 
weather’s speed will open a path to victory for the 
best fighter in the world or if a new Mexican box- 
ing star in puncher “Canelo” Alvarez will be born. 

While Mayweather’s experience is undeniable, 
Alvarez has youth on his side, which will create 
more opportunities for the up-and-coming fighter.

TARK THE SHARK 


Former LBSU men’s basketball head coach Jerry Tarkanian, 


otherwise known as “Tark the Shark,” was inducted into the 


Naismith Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame on Sunday.

ence, former Long Beach State men’s basketball coach Jerry Tar- 


Ae with a walker, a creaky voice and decades of coaching experi- 


kanian walked to the center of the stage at the Naismith Memorial 
Basketball Hall of Fame in Springfield, Mass. in front of a standing ovation. 
Tarkanian, who is now 83 years old and in declining health, wore a smile re- 
flective of the purest form of happiness as he received his long-awaited induc- 
tion into the Hall of Fame. Eleven years since he retired from coaching more 
than 30 seasons of Division I NCAA basketball, “Tark the Shark” is finally a

part of basketball’s finest fraternity. 

The son of an Armenian immigrant, Tarkanian took 
over the LBSU program in 1968. He immediately revolu- 
tionized college basketball, ignoring the racial guidelines 


~ of the time by starting three black players. 


He also began to fill rosters with junior college trans- 
fers, something that was uncommon at the time but still 
has its influence even in the era of “one-and-done” play- 
ers. 49ers star James Ennis was a junior college transfer 
and is now on track to join the Miami Heat next year. 

Tarkanian’s four conference championships in five years 
with LBSU earned him a job at UNLV, where he would 
spend the next 20 years of his career.

A bit of controversy with the school and the NCAA eventu- 
ally led to Tarkanian resigning from his UNLV job in 1992, 
but it didn’t end his coaching career. He returned to his alma 
mater, Fresno State, in 1995, and coached the Bulldogs’ pro- 
gram until his retirement in 2002. 

At his Hall of Fame induction ceremony, Tarkanian gath- 
ered all that he had to speak in a pre-recorded message that 
was played at the ceremony. 

“I have loved the game of basketball since my earliest 
memories,” Tarkanian said in the message. “Basketball 
has been good to me. I’ve been able to be comrades with 
some of the finest individuals in the coaching profession ... 
Thank you all in the Hall of Fame for giving me this special 
honor. It means so much to me.”
